SHARP EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS 
FELT IN PORTUGUESE TOWN 


Two Disturbances Recorded at St. 
Louis U., One 312 Miles 
Away. 


By the Associated Press. 
CAMINHA, Portugal, Oct. 1— 


Sharp earthquake shocks which 
lasted several seconds frightened 
the residents of this village today. 
No material damage and no loss of 
life were reported. 


An earthquake of mild intensity, 
about 312 miles from St. Louis, was 
recored by the seismograph at St. 
Louis University during a seven- 
minute period, beginning at 2:41:52 
p. m. yesterday. The earthquake 
was either in an easterly or wester- 
ly direction and apparently was 
strong enough to be felt though 
not destructive. 

Another tremor of the severe 
type was'recorded by the apparatus 
at 4:46 p. m., with indications that 
the shock occurred between 6000 
and 7000 miles from St. Louis.

CAPONE'S ‘BANKER’ 
ELD AS $220,000 
U.S. TAX DODGER 


Warrant Against Jack 
Guzik Expected to Be 
Followed by Action 
Against Gang Leader. 


LATTER HAS MADE 
NO INCOME RETURN 


Penalty Fixed by Law In- 
clude? Five Years in Pen- 
itentiary — Underworld 
Chief’s Offer Rejected. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 1.—Uncle Sam 
made an indirett thrust at “Scar- 
face Al’’ Capone, Chicago’s supér- 
hoodlum, with arrest yesterday by 
Federal agents of Jack Guzik, 
Capone’s gambling house collect- 
or, on a warrant charging Guzik 
with evading income taxes amount- 
ing to $220,000. 

The warrant charged Guzik 
failed to report a total income of 
$970,069, which the Government 
has traced to his bank account for 
1927-28. He paid taxes on only 
$18,090 in 1927. and $24,000 in 
1928. 

The Government has also traced 
large sums of this money directly 
to Capone in the samme years, and 
Capone is expected to be brought 
to accéunt, as he made no return 
at all for those years. 

Capone Has No Bank Account. 

In fact Capone has never made 
an income tax return, nor has he 
kept a bank account, but a recent 
investigation by special income tax 
examiners assigned to Chicago has 
disclosed that Guzik and certain 
others did most of the gang lead- 
er’s banking for him, ‘and =the 
agents are working on proof that 
is expected to result in the in- 
dictment of Capone for tax 
evasion. It is known that the ar- 
rest of, Guzik is only the first step 
in a movement by Federal! officials 
to confront Capone with the law 
against tax evasion. The penalty 
upon conviction of evading income 
taxes is a fine of $10,000, or five 
years in the penitentiary, or both, 
together with heavy penalties 
based on a percentage of the tax 
due. -

and confinement of 
Guzik and Capone in the  peni- 
tentiary would break Capone’s 
hold on the gang that now domin- 
ates the underworld of Chicago. At 
present Capone has a monopoly of 
the rackets that terrorize hundreds 
of small merchants, and, since the 
exodus of Moran gangsters follow- 
ing the murder of Alfred J. 
Lingle, Tribune reporter, Capone’s 
crowd has dominated the North 
Side gambling houses, from which 
he collects tribute, as Moran once 
did. 

Basis of Warrant. 

The warrant against Guzik is 
based spécifically, on collections of 
large sums Of money from gamb- 
ling houses in Cicero operated with 
Capone as a dominating partner. 
The profits from these places found 
their way into Guzik’'s bank account 
and were divided wiht Capone. The 
Government expects to prove that 
Capone’s share, together with slot- 
machine revenue and income from 
other sources, gave Capone himself 
a total income of about $500,000 in 
1927-28. 

Capone has known for months 
that he and Guzik have been under 
investigation by the Federal agents, 
and the gang leader has offered to 
make a belated return, which | has 
been rejected. 

Guzik is the fourth member of 
the Capone gang of hoodlums and 
gunmen to be named in income tax 
charges in the present investiga- 
tion, which is being conducted by 
A. P. Madden, agent in charge of 
the Chicago Intelligence Unit, and 
Frank P. Wilson of Baltimore, spe- 
cial agent assigned to Chicago to 
work on the Capone gang. 

Ralph Capone, brother of “Scar- 
face Al,” already has been con- 
victed and sentenced to three years 
in the penitentiary for evasion of 
taxes, and Frank Nitti, reputed 
business manager of the gang or- 
ganization, has been indicted, but 
is a fugitive. 

Guzik pleaded not guilty and 
was released under $60,000 cash 
bond,

Park G. Hammar With Rus- 


sian Doctor as Associate 
Ready to Experiment 
With Theories. 


TO'USE SUN RAYS 
INSTEAD OF BATHING 


Advocates Eating and Sleep- 
ing Face Downward on 
Log, Going Without 
Clothes. 


Park G. Hammar, retired paint 
manufacturer, today announced 


completion of his plans for a prac- 


tical test of his long-life theories, 


(contained in a book which he pub- 


lished more than a year ago. 

Hammar has just returned from 
Paris, where he aroused much 
comment by advertising for Rus- 
sian emigres to enter a colony ‘or 
his proposed experiments in diet, 
posture and exercise, as a means 
of rebuilding the body and pro- 
longing life. Paris and London 
newspapers dubbed him “Mr. Me- 
thuselah.”’ 

He made known today, for the 
first time, the result of his nego- 
tiations in Paris. He said he had 
taken as his collaborator, and co- 
subject with himself in the experi- 
ment, Dr. Paul Gregorievitch 
Kouchakoff, a Russian bacteriolo- 
gist now employed in a laboratory 
in Nice. : 

Dr. Kouchakeoff’s wife, formerly 
Miss Daisy Macgregor Murray, 
daughter of the late Sir Robert 
and Lady Murray of Scotland, and 


her sister, Miss Helen Mary Mur- | 


ray, will algo take the body re- 
building course, Hammar § said. 
Hammar will be 67 years old next 
Christmas, Dr. Kouchakoff is 49 
and the women are younger. | 

Hammar said he had leased a 
villa at Montreux, Switzerland, on 
the shores of Lake Leman, known 
also as Lake Geneva. This villa 
will be the scene of the long-life 
experiment, which will follow a 
course of preliminary laboratory 
experiments conducted by Dr. 
Kouchakoff with the help of the 
others. Hammar, long a student 
of diet and physiology, has no 
medical or scientific’ degree. 

Several Months Preliminary. 

“Tt expect to leave early in No- 
vember for an indefinite stay in 
Switzerland,” Hammar said. “Dr. 
and Mrs. Kouchakoff and Miss 
Murray will join me at Montreux, 
according to our present plans. 
The preliminary study and experi- 
ments will take several months, 
perhaps a year or more, before we 
begin the actual test of the plan for 
reversing the ageing process, and 
living longer and better. 

“There is one difficulty which 
I hope may be straightened out 
by that time. The Swiss Govern- 
ment does not permit Russians to 
enter Switzerland. Having refused 
admittance . to citizens of Soviet 
Russia, the Government naturally 
feels itself bound also to’ exclude 
the Russian emigres. Dr. Koucha- 
koff is one of the emigres, having 
escaped from Soviet Russia in 1919. 
However, he is not politically mind- 
ed, and I hope the Government 
will decide that it can admit him 
as a scientist, without regard to his 
political affiliations. 

“Dr. Kouchakoff,"’ Hammar con- 
tinued, “studied in Berlin under Dr. 
Wassermann, famous as the discov- 
erer of a much used sero-diagnostic 
protess. He served in campaign 
against cholera and small pox in 
Russia, and was physician and sec- 
ond in command of the Sedoff Arc- 
tic expedition. When the leader, 
G. L. Sedoff, died in his dash for 
the Pole, early in 1914, Dr. Kouch- 
akoff took the expedition back, and 
received the rank of Civil Major. 
He was in wartime medicgl serv- 
ice, and because of his knowledge 
of the Arctic Sea, he was placed in 
charge of the shipping of rifles 
from Northern European ports to 
Russia, a service for which he re- 
ceived the Cross of Viadimir. He 
received the rank of Colonel, and 
was placed in charge of wireless 
stations in Arctic Russia. 

Not Permitted to Practice. 

“Since leaving Russia in 1919, Dr. 
Kouchakoff has lived in France 
where he married Miss Murray, 
who in wartime was commandant 
of Carriden Auxiliary Hospital, 
near Glasgow, her sister being her 
assistant there. . Under French law, 
‘he has not been permitted to prac- 
tice medicine except among his own 
countrymen, most of whom are des- 
titute. So he accepted employment 
jin u laboratory, where he performs 
assigned tasks through the day, and 
where at night he works on ex- 
periments of his own. 

“His studies have for years been 
directed toward prolongation of 
human life. His special study has 
been the food formula, the ce-re-

Clark, charged with the mur- 
der of Chief .of Police Jenkins, was 
removed from the custody of the 
three Deputy Sheriffs on duty at 
about 1 o'clock. .At dawn local 
police reported finding the body 
hanging by a rope from the pole. 

A previous effort to lynch Clark 
was made two weeks ago. National 


Guardsmen were calied out and he 
was then removed to Atlanta for 
safe keeping, but returned yester- 
day for trial. 

The lynching party came to the 
jail in nine or 10 automobiles. Ten 
of the men entered the jail office 
where the deputies were on duty, 
took the key to Clark's cell from 
Deputy A. J. McCoy, unlocked the 
cell, seized the Negro, and  de- 
parted. 

“It was all over in five min- 
utes,” Me Coy said. “We had no 
time to draw our guns, the™\ men 
overpowering us as soon as they 
entered the office.’’ 

Clark was taken a few hours 
after his attorneys had appealed 
to the higher courts for a change 
of venue on the grounds he could 
not obtain a fair trial here. 

Chief Jenkins was killed on the 
night of Sept. 5 in a scuffle with 
two Negroes who had halted their 
automobile in front of his home 
and whom the Chief said were 
creating a disturbance. He was 
shot with his own pistol. Clark at 
that time was an escaped convict. 
Officers said he confessed to kill- 
ing Chief Jenkins, but said the 
shooting was accidental during the

ident Hoover watched the opening 
fyzame of the world’s series today 


from a field box next to the Phila- 
delphia American’s dugout. The 


familiar Altrock-Scnacht comedian 
act, which had its premier in 
Washington, was the first to at- 
tract the President's gaze. Then, 
putting on a big brown overcoat, 
he settled back in his flag-draped 
box to watch his favorite sport. 

He kept a close watch on every 
play and got a hearty laugh in the 
second inning when, soon after 
George Moriarty, plate umpire, 
called for a new chest protector 
because of a lesky inner-tube, a 
foul struck him with a resounding 
thud. The crowd roared. 

Although a neutral spectator, the 
President took the customary home 
side seat.. He was in the front row 
in an unprotected seat about 75 
feet from home plate. 

A Cardinal rally opening the 
third moved the President to com- 
ment to Mayor Mackey, sitting on 
his right. 

Did Not Throw Out First Ball. 

Mr. Hoover did not throw out the 
first ball as had been planned, but 
posed for photographs holding the 
ball used to start the contest. 

There was a great confusion in 
seating many members of the Pres- 
ident’s party, but all finally got 
seats either in chairs or on cush- 
ions in the aisle. 

Among. those in the President’s 
box, besides Mayor and Mrs. 
Mackeg, were Jay Cooke, Phila- 
delphia banker; Gifford Pinchot, 
Republican gubernatorial candi- 
date, and Mrs. Pinchot; Senator 
Baird, Republican, New Jersey; 
George de B. Keim, secretary of 
the Republican National Commit- 
tee; Robert M. Lucas, executive di- 
rector of the committee; Dr. 
Charles J. Haines, the Mayor’s 
son-in-law, and Mrs. Haines. 

Connie Mack, veteran manager 
of the athletics, and K. M. Landis, 
high commissioner of baseball, 
were among those to shake hands 
with the President before the game 
got under way. 

Jim Corbett, former heavyweight 
boxing champion, had a seat close 
to the President's box. 

Four Speeches in Six Days. 

The President.is beginning his 
long-contemplated speaking trip 
which, in the next six days, will 
take him more than 3000 miles 
into three states of the Mid-West, 
East and South for four addresses 
on current national questions. The 
first speaking engagement is be- 
fore the American Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation convention in Cleveland 
tomorrow night. 

Returning to Washington Friday 
morning from  Clevelaitd, Mr. 
Hoover will get under way again 
Sunday night for Boston, where 
on Monday he will make two day- 
time speeches, in the morning be- 
fore the National Convention of the 
American Legion and in the aft- 
ernoon before the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

Immediately after the second 
Boston speech, he will make a 21- 
hour swing back to King’s Moun- 
tain battlefield in South Caroiina, 
just over the North Carolina 
border, where on Tuesday after- 
noon he will wind up his tour with 
an address at a celebration of the 
sesqui-centennial of the battle of 
King’s Mountain in the Revolu- 
tionary War. 

Coming as they do only a month 
before the Congressional elections, 
the presidential pronouncements 
will be scanned eagerly by candi- 
dates and their supporters through- 
out the country. White House of- 
ficials, however, insist the speeches 
will be non-political. The King’s 
Mountain address, they point out, 
was arranged nearly a year ago. 

In three of the speeches the 
President will be heard over na- 
tion-wide radio chains.

SCIENTIST LOSES ARM 
IN X-RAY EXPERIMENTS 


Dr, Christian Deetjen: Under- 
goes Twelfth Operation; 
“Last of the Old Guard.” 


By the Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 1-——A 
victim of devotion to the Roentgen 
or X-ray, Dr. Christian Deetjen, a 
pioneer of the science, suffered the 
loss of his left arm at the elbow 
today. 

The amputation was performed 
at Mercy ‘Hospital by Dr. Alexis 
McGlannan, who has performed a 
number of operations in the last 
20 years to check the spread of 
the subtle poison which has affect- 
e] most of the early X-ray special- 
ists. 

In 1911 he grafted skin to 
burned placed on other portions of 
Dr. Deetjen’s body, The operation 
was the latest of more than a dozen 
Dr. Deetjen has undergone in his 
cc.eer of more than 30 years. It 
was successful, hospital authorities 
reported. 

Dr. Frederick H. Baetjer, Roent- 
genologist of Johns Hopkins Medi- 
cal School, has undergone more 
than 25 operations, the most recent 
a few months ago. He has but 
one finger on his right hand, and 
Lut one eye. 

Screens Reduce Danger. 

Dr. Deetjen previously had lost 
a finger. Protective screens, de- 
vised in recent years, have removed 
the danger to X-ray specialists, and 
patients, exposed only momentarily 
to the revealing and healing ray, 
were never in danger. 

Dr. Deetjen is known to his as- 
sociates as “the last of the old 
guard,” along with Dr. Baetjer, be- 
cause so many of their predeces- 
sors among the early students of 
the comparatively new science 
have given their lives. 

Dr. Deetjen would have been 
even more seriously affected, ac- 
cording to Dr. Alexis McGlannan, 
had he failed to take preventive 
operations. 

One of the latest to die was 
Prof. J. Bergonie of France. Dr. 
M. Charles Vaillant of Paris under- 
went many operations in a vain at- 
tempt to stem the progress of the 
subtle poison which sooner or later 
attacked the tissues of those who 
worked with the X-ray in its early 
stages of development. 

Long in X-Ray Work. 

Older than Dr. Baetjer, Dr. Deet- 
jen is in the later sixties, and is 
short, plump and silver-haired. Al- 
though not associated with the fac- 
ulties of medical schools, he was 
in X-ray work earlier than his 
more famous contemporary. 

A native of Austria, later a med- 
ical practitioner in Buenos Aires, 
Dr. Deetjen returned to Europe in 
the nineties. There he studied in 
the laboratory of William Konrad 
von Roentgen, the discoverer of 
the ray that perpetuated his name. 
The discovery was made about 
1895 and within two or three years 
Dr. Deetjen was back in Baltimore, 
using it and teaching other scien- 
tific men how to use it. He is 
married, but has no children. Dr. 
Baetjer began his experiments 
shortly after his graduation from, 
Johns Hopkins in 1901. He is 56 
years old. |

Attorney-General Shartel im- 
mediately ordered Assistant Attor- 
ney-General John B. Edwards and 
Richmond Coburn of St. Louis ta 
aprticipate in the grand jury inves- 
tigation, to be conducted during 
the October term of court, Shar- 
tel recently appointed Edwards and 
Coburn regular assistants on his 
staff in order that no objection 
could be raised to their anticipated 
appearance in the grand jury 
room during the questioning of 
witnesses. Edwards and Coburn 
served as special assistants to the 
Attorney-General at the hearing at 
Jefferson City last spring of al- 
leged anti-trust violations by St. 
Louis electrical contractors, follow- 
ing the filing of quo warranto 
proceedings in the State Supreme 
Court, 

As a result of Gov. Caulfield’s 
order, Circuit Attorney Miller 
could employ Edwards and  Co- 
burn to assist in the investigation 
of anti-trust proceedings generally, 
but it is expected that the investi- 
gation will be confined to electric- 
al installation only at this time. 

A hearing of antitrust charges 
against four St. Louis groups has 
been set tentatively before Com- 
missioner James W. Broaddus, rep- 
resenting the Supreme Court, at St. 
Louis this month. The concerns 
cited in the proceedings are: Elec- 
trical Employers’ Association, Elec- 
trical Approval Bureau, and the 
Blectrical Listing Bureau, contrac- 
tors’ organization, and the Elec- 
trical Protective Association, a 
union organization.

U. S, PREDICTS FURTHER 
DECLINE IN FARM OUTPUT 


Production of Livestock Products 
Still Going Down Due to 
Drouth, 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—A_ pre- 
diction that the production of live- 
stock products will continue to de- 
cline was made yesterday by the 
Department of Agriculture In not- 
ing the decrease caused by the 
drouth. 

An analysis from the Bureau of 
Agriculture Economics showed but- 
ter production during August was 
12 per cent less t year than in 
1929 and cheese 14 per cent less. 
To the contrary, total carlot ship- 
ments of fruits and vegetables 
were almost equal to those of a 
year ago, approximating 4000 cars 
a day.’ Corn yields were forecast 
at 19 bushels an acre for this year 
as compared with 17 for 1901, the 
last previous bad drouth year, and 
a 28 bushel per acre average pro- 
duction. 

Large areas in the eastern half 
of the country were reported still 
suffering acutely from dry weath- 
er. “Not only have the late crops 
such as corn, potatoes, beans and 
buckwheat been, reduced,” the re- 
port said, “but the new clover, al- 
falfa seedings and even many old 
meadows are past help, thus car- 
rying the problem over into next 
year.” 


EIGHT LIQUOR PADLOCKS 
SOUGHT IN WASHINGTON 


Property Assessed at More Than 
$150,000 Affected in Fed- 
eral Suits.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—District 
Attorney Leo A. Rover yesterday 
took the most drastic action to dry 
up this city that has yet come in 
the effort to make prohibition en- 
forcement here a model for the 
rest of the country.

UNEMPLOYMENT. 
A WORLD MENACE 
SAYS DR. BUTLER 


Columbia U. Head Declares 
Desperation of Jobless 
May Lead Them to Seek 
New Social Order. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct: 1-—Unem- 
ployment today is not a passing 
evil, it is a danger to the existing 
social organization, Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler said before a meet- 
ing of students at Columbia Uni- 
versity yesterday. 

Dr. Butler declared that the des- 
peration of millions of jobless in 
this country and abroad may lead 
them to “attempt something new’”’ 
unless the present order is made 
“more just and attractive.” 

“It is being borne in upon the 
world that this vast dislocation of 
industry called unemployment is 
no.ordinary depression,” he assert- 
ed, “when .the figures mount to 
more than 2,000,000 In Great Brit- 
ain, 2,000,000 in Germany, between 
3,900,000 and 4,000,000 in the Unit- 
ed States and hundreds of thon- 
ands in other countries. While ev- 
eryone discusses the situation, no 
one has the solution. 

“The world presents its popula- 
tion with the problem of difficulty 
in making a living, and it is time 
for the existing social order to be- 
ware, because men become desper- 
ate if, under the established order, 


there is no way for them to gét} 


sustenance. Why should -men not 


'attempt something new? That is 
| the way their minds work.” 


Plea to Students. 
President Butler’s warning came 


_in the course of a plea to the stu- 
|} dents to use their opportunity at 
| college to make the world’s tradi- | 
tion of culture their own. 


Acquaintance with this tradition 


'is one of the two main purposes of 


college education, Dr. Butler said. 


The other purpose, he add’d, is to) 


learn to interpret the world of to- 


-day-in terms of the tradition, “to 


learn to evaluate what is great: to 
understand not merely to know: 
to ask why, not merely what?” 
These qualities are needed, the 
president stated, for leadership in 
“our very difficult world of 1930.” 

At 30 the college man’s feet are 
planted much more firmly in the 
road to leadership than those of his 
contemporary who took up his oc- 
cupation earlier in life, Dr. Butler 
declared. 

Man’s ‘Initial Velocity.’ 

“From my personal experience,” 
he said, “I long ago concluded that 
each of us is propelled into the 
world with what mechanics call ini- 
tial velocity. This carries us out 
through childhood and early man- 
hood like a shot out of a cannon. 
It is surprising and painful how 
many of us fall back to earth be- 
fore 40 years of age. If so, there 
will be little growth in achieve- 
ment after that, but if one crosses 
40 with the trajectory still rising, 
one will continue to rise in life.” 

Dr. Butler described the diffi- 
culties of. leadership in the .world 
today which, he said, is faced by 
one of the most “troubled and dis- 
turbed periods that history has ever

DR. 6. R. THROOP DISCUSSES 
OBJECTIVES OF EDUCATION 


Asserts Functions of Higher Learn- 
ing Should be Reserved for 
Professions and Services. 

Dr. George R. Throop, chan- 
cellor of Washington University, 
spoke before the Scottish Rite 
Club, at luncheon at Hotel Jeffer- 
Son today, on the topic, “Whither 
Education?” 

He spoke of education as a cul- 


tion as preparation for work and 
for the employment of leisure. The 
other important objective of edu- 
cation, he said, is in public service. 

“Education,” Dr. Throop said, 
“should not endeavor to do for 
society what society can do for it- 
self. For that reason the voca- 
tional or trade courses, however 
important they may properly be, 
are not really a function of higher 
education, which should be re- 
served for the professions, the 
sciences, and the courses of liberal 
culture. By the development of 
higher education in this direction 
and by the avoidance of extended 
spreading, it can make further 
advances and perform a much 
higher and more profitable office.” 


$20,000,000 RESERVE FUND 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—The Na- 


tional City Bank of New York an- 
nounces it has transferred $20,000,- 
000 from the surplus to a reserve 
fund for contingencies, in view of 
the present world-wide economic 
disturbances, 

The announcement, made ina 
statement of the bank's condition 
as of Sept. 24, says it is deemed 
wise to ‘tstablish contingencies. 
Financial observers recall that dur- 
ing the depression of - 1920 the 
bank set up $10,000,000 as a simi- 
lar reserve. It is understood, how- 
ever, that the full amount thus ap- 
propriated was never used. The 
bank's statement lists total assets 
of $1,845,758,463 and deposits of

TIENTSIN, China, Oct. 1.-—A 
group of well-dressed Chinese gun- 
men today shot and critically 
wounded Bertram Lenox Simpson, 
an Englishman who had been serv- 
ing as Commissioner of Customs 
at Tientsin under the rebel North- 
ern Gen. Yen Hsi-shan. 

The gunmen, who are said to 


have spoken the Manchurian dia-| 


lect, arrived here this afternoon 
and registered at a Japanese hotel, 
saying that they had come in by 
rail. Later they hired an auto- 
mobile and three of them drove to 
the commissioner's residence. After 
they had shot Simpson they escaped 
unmolested but the police dre mak- 
ing a search for them. 

Simpson's status as customs com- 
missioner has not been known 
since the Manchurian army of 
Chang Hsueh-liang took over the 
city last week, supposedly to aid 
the Nationalist Government in the 
civil war. Simpson replaced Col. 
Hayley Bell, also a British subject. 

Bertram Lenox Simpson has 


granddaughter of Gen. Israe] Put- 


nam of Revolutionary War fame,. 


and in 1917 he married Mary Lo 
Parrott of San Francisco. ° 

His first notoriety came shortly 
after the siege of Peiping, through 
publication of a book called “in- 
discreet letters from Peking.” The 
book criticised diplomats and other 
officials for their conduct during 
the trouble. 

Last June he came into the pub- 
lic eye again after Gen. Yen Hsi- 
shan seized Tientsin and placed the 
British author, who writes under 
the pen name of Putnam Neale, 
in charge of the customs. 
Much difficulty ensued. Col. 
Hayley Bell ordered his staff 
not to sign the custom house bopks 
and to await instructions from him. 
Simpson thereupon warned em- 
ployes that all who remained away 
from work would be dismissed. For 
a time there was no customs sup- 
ervision whatever, with the result 
that foreign consuls had to issue 
clearances to ships of their na- 
tionals. Eventually Simpson had 
the office functioning again and it 
remained in working order until 
last week, when the city was cap- 
tured by the Manchurian army of 
Chang Hsueh-Liang, who is sup- 
posed to be In sympathy with the 
Chinese Nationalist Government. 
Notices posted by the Manchurian 
officers said the customs would be 
taken over by recognized Govern- 
ment officials but said nothing of | 
what would happen to Simpson.

Congenial Pair Needed. 

“We have learned,”’ he said, “that 
the most important factor in breed- 
ing orangs is to secure a congenial 
pair that are old enough to breed.

“The baby was removed from 
Marianne’s cage after she persis- 
tently refused to nurse it, as it was 
becoming cold and weak.

The Athletics, garbed in new 
white uniforms, started prelimin- 
ary practice at 11:45 o’clock and 
at that early Hour all of the re- 
served seats in what used to be the 
bleachers at Shibe Park were 0oc- 
cupied and there was a scattering 
of spectators in the reserved sec- 
tions. To enlarge the seating ca- 
pacity at Shibe Park, the left field 
bleachers were covered several 
years ago and a second deck, also 
covered, built above them. 

Baseball rules provide that there 
should be a minimum number of 
bleacher seats, so despite the fact 
that they are protected, they sell 
during the regular season for 50 
cents and at world series for one 
dollar. 

Owners of houses across the 
street from the low right field wah 
appeared to be making money out 
of the series. Circus seats were 
erected on the roofs of the entire 
block and tickets to these long 
range bleachers were sold at $5.50 
each, Most of these seats were oc- 
cupied earlyy indicating that the 
city was more interested this year 
in the world series than in 1929, 
when the housetop bleachers were 
not even half filled until the. final 
game. 

Last year the capacity of Shibe 
Park was about 29,000, but addi- 
tional seats have been installed this 
season to permit of a total attend- 
ance of around 32,000. 

Both Ed Rommel, the unvekle 
ball expert, and Bob Grove, Connie 
Mack’s southpaw ace, took~a turn 
pitching to the American League 
champions in batting practice. 

Cards Cheered During Practice. 

The Cardinals appeared on . the 
field at 12:15 o’clovk and a ripple 
of applause greeted them. This is 
an apatheti¢ baseball city and the 
Mackmen, winners of two succes- 
sive pennants and trying now for 
their second straight world cham- 
pionship, didn’t get much of a hand 
when they appeared. 

Sam Breadon, president of the 
Cardinala, who usyally ig conserva.

Fine Setting for Series. 

Shortly after noon the loud 
speaking device began to send out 
canned music for the entertain- 
nfent of the fans. The loud speak- 
ers are on a pole half way between 
the right field foul line and the 
flag pole in center field. Below it 
is the scoreboard and to the right, 
looking from home plate, is a 
scoreboard with the batting order. 

Shibe Park is the best equipped 
and cleanest baseball plant in the 
big leagues and probably in the 
country. The infield looks like a 
billiard table; the grass looks like 
a putting green at Bellerive, and 
everything possible ig done for the 
cash customers. During the regu- 
lar season score cards are fur- 
nished free, The loud speakers 
augment the service, announcing 
battery changes and substitutions 
in the field and at bat. 

Despite all this and the fact that 
the Athletics are doing so well, 
after Connie Mack's long siege in 
the American League cellar, the 
Philadelphia public has not pat- 
ronized the team very well, 

Shibe Park also has the best 
press box in the country now, It 
is suspended from the roof and is 
being used at the series. There 
are only two rows of seats, but the 
box circles the stand from firat to 
third base and can accommodate 
600 persons, all with a clear view 
of the playing field. 

Bell Pitches in Practice. 

The Cardinals started batting 
practice at 12:30 o'clock with Her- 
man Bell the first hurler to serve 
on the mound. Frankie Frisch's 
appearance at the plate made the 
spectators sit up and take notice. 
Batting left-handed against the 
right-handed Bell, Frank lined the 
ball against the right field fence 
with ease. There was no evidence 
of difficulty because of his lum- 
bago attack.

1887—the longest ever contested. 

Now don’t call the keeper— 
FOUR strikes is right. Also 15 
games is the right total. And the 
only thing wrong about that 
memorable series of long ago 
was that the St. Louls Browns did 
not win. The Detroit Wolverines, 


champions of ‘the National ‘ 
League, won that series by a 
total of 10 victories to five for 
the Browns. 

“But about those four strikes 
—how do you get that way?” do 
I hear you inquire. Well, we can 
only say that in that year the 
fathers of baseball went a bit 
balmy and passed the rule (one 
which lasted for only a single 
year), whereby four strikes, in- 
stead of three, retired the bat- 
ter—the strongest advantage the 
batsman was ever given over the 
pitcher.

That wasn’t the only queer 
angle about the rules of those 
days. The batter could demand a 
“waist,” “low” or “high” ball, 
which made it rather tough for 
the pitcher; and a base on balls 
was counted a basehit, in the 
box score.

Iron Man Days. 


HAT was a remarkable series 
in other ways than mere 
length. The achievements of 
that team of Brownies, even in 
defeat, are worth recording. The 
Browns of 1886 had beaten An- 
son's colts for the world cham- 
pionship. In 1887 in order to 
give all the cities in both circuits 
a look at the champions of the 
two leagues, it was decided to 
“barnstorm” the world § series, 
and play at least one game in 
each park of both leagues. Fif- 
teen games resulted and they 
were played within a space of 16 
days, notwithstanding there were 
10 different cities in the itiner- 
ary. Here are some of the 
achievements of these two groups 
of iron men: 
Played 15 games in 10 days. 
Played in 10 different cities. 
Played two world series 
games in two different cities 
on the same day. 
Used only three pitchers 
each for the entire 15 games. 
Played the entire series 
without a single pitcher having 
to be relieved or a single play- 
er replaced by a substitute. 
Played only two games in 
which one team’s score reached 


two figures. 
Averaged only 8 runs com- 


bined per game (six by the 
Detroits and two by the 
Browns). 


And if that doesn’t strike you 
as being an endurance record, 
just consider in addition the fact 
that throughout the series De- 
troit employed only 13 players 
while the Browns went through 
the entire campaign with only 
TEN men! 

If anybody proposed that a 
present-day baseball club enter 
even an exhibition game with 
only 10 men on its list, we 
would send for an alienist.

N Phila...phia, a St. Louis 


team today embarked on 4 
world series effort. In its make- 
up were some 28 players, directed 
by a board of strategy of several 
master minds. 

Eight or more pitchers were 
ready to call. 

Substitutes were 
for every position. 

In the bull-pen at least two 
reserve hurlers were constant- 
ly warming up, ready to step to 
the slab when the man on the 
mound faltered. 

Trainers and bone specialists 
with kits sat on the bench ready 
to administer first aid. 

Every known means of pam- 
pering the athlete and keeping 
him at his physical peak was 
provided.

ERHAPS nothing better illus- 
trates the stern quality of the 

baseball athletes of the time than 
the case of Bobby Carruthers. 
Bobby was one of three who did 
the pitching for the Browns, that 
year. Charley Koenig (“Silver 
King”) and Foutz were the oth- 
ers. Carruthers actually pitched 
EIGHT of the 15 games played 
and on all but three of the oc- 
casions when he was not pitch- 
ing, he played right field! 

Tie that, ye moderns. 

But wait—there’s something 
else. Of the eight games Bobby 
pitched he WON FOUR, or all 
but one of the victories achieved 
by his team on the tour.

IME sped fast during the win- 
T te: of 1900-01 and I soon was 

cognizant of the stern realities 
before me. I held a major league 
baseball franchise and had leased 
a plot of ground but had no stands 
to house ’the prospective fans and 
no players to attract them. 

I had just five weeks to over- 
come these deficiencies. James 
Foster, who had built many base- 
ball and football stands, was 
formally awarded a contract. 

Mr. Foster was a man of much 
energy and initiative, who person- 
ally supervised the work through 
long hours every day and actually 
had them constructed in time for 
the opening game. 

It Was a mapvelous thing to do 
in such a short space of time and 
I always gave Mr. Foster full cred- 
it for getting Columbia Park start- 
ed on the right foot. 

My associates and I decided to 
forego the. luxury of a training 
trip to the south and we did our 
preliminary training at Columbia 
Park in Philadelphia while the 
stands were in course of erection. 

With work beginning on _ the 
stands, I was now able to concen- 
trate all my attention on the most 
important problem of all, getting 
a team of players that would be a 
credit to the city and the new 
league. 

We couldn't hope to intrigue the 
Philadelphia baseball public with 
a mediocre team. We were new- 
comers and it was up to us to give 
followers something as good or bet- 
ter than the Phillies could offer if 
we hoped to get a foothold.

I made a drive on the best play- 
ers on the Phillie roster and from 
that team I was successful in sign- 
ing Napoleon Lajole, one of the 
mightiest hitters in baseball! history 
and Pitchers Bernhard, Platt and 
Fraser of the same team. 

Up in Gettysburg, there has been 
a left-handed pitcher who beat 
everybody in sight pitching for 
Gettysburg College. His name was 
Eddie Plank and I rushed up there 
suddenly and signed him, a move 
was never to regret. 

From Indianapolis I obtained 
Doc Powers, a catcher and from 
the Pirates I grabbed another 
maskman, Harry Smith.

HE Democrats seem to be hanker- 

ing for another fall if they believe 
they can win with a wet candidate on 
an out-and-out states’ rights wet plank. 
The average American may favor a wet 
candidate and a wet plank, but he will 
hesitate to sow dissension and discord 
between wet and dry states and wet and 
dry sections even where—as Charles 
Evans Hughes has pointed out—alarm 
exists over the way the Federal Govern- 
ment encroaches upon the rights of the 
states in many particulars. 

Whatever of wetness is to be had must 
be uniform throughout fhe nation. Even 
though the American people have had 
their fill of the “noble experiment,” they 
will stand for only one law and not for 
48 or more temperance laws by as many 
states. It will be easier for James A. 
Reed to stand on a solid, single wet 
plank fashioned for all of the states than 
for Gov. Roosevelt to straddle many 
planks for the purpose of dispensing 
good lemonade to dry states and fine 
liquors to wet states. 

It occurs to me that Justice Hughes 
may have been making a bid merely for 
the presidency as against the standpat 
wing of his own party when he made his 
states’ rights statement against Federal 
encroachment. Certainly he did not in- 
tend his position to be construed as advo- 
cating the doctrine of states’ rights as a 
method of settling the liquor question. 
The Chief Justice is too adroit for that. 
But Raskob and his Tammany aids fell 
for the decoy and Franklin Roosevelt 
“crosses the Rubicon.” 

The stability of industry must not rest 
on the fickleness of voters. The states’ 
rights idea would give a state the power 
to close in a subsequent election doors 
that the state had encouraged to be 
opened in a prior election. Even dis- 
tillers and brewers would hardly stand 
for that. To avoid chaos e&ch state 
should be permitted to pass prohibition 
laws only within some limit set by a 
national measure.

THE STOCK PANIC AND THE RECORD. 

Ex-Senator James A. Reed charges the administra- 
tion with responsibility for the stock market crash 
which occurred a year ago. “The Federal Reserve 
Board,” he says, “had vast sums which should have 
been conserved for legitimate business diverted into 
speculative channels, and the President approved the 
policy and encouraged it by optimistic statements.” 
Mr. Reed thus calls public attention to one phase of 
the business recession which administration spokes 
men would doubtless prefer to have ignored. 

We do not mean to imply that Government policy 
was the sole cause either of the speculative inflation 
of security prices or the drastic deflation which fol- 
lowed. Increased national income and rising wages 
after the war, combined with the habit of investing 
in securities which was created by the Liberty Loan 
drives, brought large numbers of new purchasers 
into the security market. Prices which advanced 


speculative gains. Stock transactions assumed the 
aspect of another Florida land boom, and these deal- 
ings were financed, in large part, by agencies which 
the Federal Government was powerless to control. 
The surplus funds of corporations, the large resources 
of newly established investment trusts, and the loans 
made by state and private banks, all served to sup 
port a speculative mania which would have assumed 
alarming proportions without regard.to Federal Re 
serve policy or official optimism. The administration 
lacked weapons with which it might completely have 
prevented either the boom or the crash. 

But administration responsibility for the last year’s 
debacle is, none the less, a heavy one. During three 
years of soaring prices, every effort made by the 
market to return to normal levels called forth a pub- 
lic statement by the Secretary of the Treasury or 
the Secretary of Commerce assuring the country that 
all was well. Of these the most notorious, perhaps, 
was the amazing pronouncement by President Coo- 
lidge on Jan. 6, 1928, that the record loans to brokers 
and dealers held by the New York Federal Reserve 
banks, $3,810,023,000, was not, in the President’s opin- 
ion, a basis for unfavorable comment. An Associ- 
ated Press dispatch of Jan. 7 said: “He (President 
Coolidge) sees in the figure a natural reflection of 
business growth * * * Mr. Coolidge does not 
regard himself as an expert on the subject of broker 
loans, and is not prepared to give an opinion whether 
they are out of proportion with the country’s re- 
sources. The figures appear to him, however, to in- 


ket and do not convey any unfavorable impression.” 
On the strength of that statement, professional op- 
erators as well as the general public took renewed 
confidence in the bull market. The following day be- 
gan another gigantic buying movement, and opening 
prices soared $1 to $9 over the levels of the preceding 
day. ; 

The Federal Reserve Board, too, played its part. 
By drastically and rapidly advancing its rate of re 
discount, it could have shut off a large portion of 
the credit which supported the bull operations. But 
its increases were moderate and were made with evi- 
dent reluctance, with the consequence that large 
funds -were diverted from industrial activity into 
market speculation. Although, as we have said, Fed- 
eral policy could entirely have prevented neither the 
boom nor thé crash, the fact remains that adminis- 
trative wisdom could have kept the bull movement 
from going as fast as it did. Both for the fantastic 
height which inflation achieved and the consequent 
severity of the reaction, the administration is clearly 
to blame. Today it is attempting tp becloud the 
issue by large quantities of talk about world-wide 
depression, Soviet Russia and the blessings of pro- 
hibitive tariffs. American opinion should not permit 
it thus to evade the consequences of its folly. 
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The German Reichstag contains 22 political parties. 
Maybe we could borrow one with a backbone for 
Missouri. 
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LOOKING OVER THE EDGE. 

Too’ much time wasted on trivialities. Too much 
talk about useless things like farm relief and the 
tariff. That’s the trouble with Congress, according 
to Mr. Gustav Ebding, candidate from Ohio. But the 
impression shouldn’t get around that Mr. Ebding is 
a destructive critic without a constructive program. 
If he goes to Washington he knows exactly what he 
will talk about.. The vital issue, he says, is proving 
that the earth is flat. His campaign recalls the un- 
fortunate experience of Wilbur Glenn Voliva of Zion 
City some months ago when he set out on a journey 
to the rim of ice mountains at the earth's edze. 
Traveling single-handed, so to speak, he was no 
match for the unscrupulous navigators who defeated 
his purpose by traveling in a circle 1000 miles inside 
the glohe’s perimeter instead of taking him straight 
east.

Repeatedly the Nye committee (always excepting 
Senator Patterson) has denied the misrepresentation 
te which it Has been subjected by Mrs. McCormick 
and her press agents.

the things of which Mrs. McCormick has accused it, 
in these words: 

We have said and we repeat that these charges 
are totally and utterly false. No member of this 
committee whose name is affixed hereto has been 
in any way responsible for such acts as have 
been committed. We have not at any time spied 
upon Mrs. McCormick. We have not tapped her 
wires. We have not read her correspondence, 
either private or official. We did not rifle her 
files at Byron or elsewhere nor have we, or any 
one of us, or any agent for the comfnittee, direct- 
ed, approved or had any knowledge of such acts. 
Senator Patterson, who has no sympathy for the 

aims of the committee and for that reason does not 
deserve a place on it, is careful to dissociate himself 
from this statement. Senator Patterson is a regular 
Republican, so regular that even the spectacle of Mrs. 
McCormick’s vast expenditures in Illinois does not 
move him. He is too much interested in the success 
of the Republican ticket, regardlegs, to do anything 
which might jeopardize it. 

In this frenzied exhibition of partisanship he has 

now gone to the preposterous length of arguing 
publicly that the committee ought to investigate 
itself, to ascertain whether it has been spying on Mrs. 
McCormick, but that it has no right to investigate 
the action of Mrs. McCormick in hiring private de 
tectives to spy upon the committee. As a matter of 
fact, Senator Patterson is perfectly aware of the 
exhaustive inquiry which the committee made to de- 
termine whether any of its agents had been guilty of 
improper or over-zealous conduct; he knows that the 
result of that inquiry was a complete and convincing 
negative. He is aware, moreover, of the character 
of the “evidence” which Mrs. McCormick offered to 
submit, and he knows something of how it was ob 
tained. It is difficult to think of another man in the 
Senate who would be willing to lend himself to such 
a disreputable piece of business. 
Considering the vicious attacks made upon the com- 
mittee by Mrs. McCormick, its attitude toward her 
has been extraordinarily calm and mild. It even 
postponed its hearings in Chicago so as to leave 
Mrs. McCormick free to make her campaign. But 
for that it got small thanks, since Mrs. McCormick 
would have the impression prevail that her fire be- 
came too hot for it. {t would be less than natural, 
however, if the Nye committee remained silent under 
‘Mrs. McCormick’s continued insinuations that the 
committee or its agents have been guilty of burglar- 
ious entry, wire-tapping and other penal offenses. 
Henceforth, such statements will be made at risk of 
penalties—which is as it should be.

A distinguished visitor in America just now is 
George William Russell of Ireland, best known by 
his nom de plume, AE. Here is a rare versatile 
genius—a poet who paints pictures, an editor with 
several plays to his credit, a mystic philosopher and 
critic, a leader in Ireland’s literary renaissance and 
in her agricultural revival. It is the latter of these 
varied fields that he considers most important, and 
farming is what he will talk about in this country.

The city worker, too, has a part 
in AE’s economic scheme, for he urges the utmost 
co-operation between worker and farmer so that 
each may fare better.

There is another feeling that competes 
for mastery of thelr emotions when an 
economic crisis threatens their existence. 
The Monroe Doctrine, which once shielded 
the peoples of South America from Eu- 
ropean domination, has long served as a 
screen behind which North America has 
built up an economic control of most of the 
South American republics. Thus South 
America comes, again mistakenly, to look 
upon the United States business men as 
the cause of their present distress, and as 
these business men have necessarily nego- 
tiated with the existing governments, this 
dissatisfaction with American influence adds 
fuel to dissatisfaction with the Presidents. 

The nature of the South American re. 
publics makes it almost inevitable that dis- 
satisfaction with the Government should 
express itself by revolution.

Although these arguments amply account 
for the revolutions in Bolivia and Peru, 
they apply with less force to the Argentine. 
Argentina has probably a longer record of 
unbroken constitutional government than 
any other South American republic. Why 
has it now been interrupted by a military 
coup d'etat? 

Virtually alone among South American 
Presidents, Irigoyen has pursued a policy 
of almost ostentatious independence of the 
United States: his rebuff to President 
Hoover at the time of the Pan-American

Pictures ‘Taken in Shaw’s Gar- 


den Are Explained by 
George H. Pring. 


The growth of plants and the 
action of the inside “works” that 
makes them grow were demon- 
strated+in moving pictures by 
George H. Prifig, superintendent of 
Shaw’s Garden, at yesterday's ses- 
sion-of the American Institute of 
Park Executives. | 


‘The pictures, taken in the gar- 
den laboratories by Arthur C. Pills- 
bury, noted plant photographer, 
digressed to puncture the popular 
theory that a little aspirin in the 
water will make cut flowers last 
longer. Moving pictures, snapped 
at extended intervals that reduced 
@ process of days to a minute or 
less on the screen, showed the 
“doped”’ flowers withered far 
earlier than those in pure water. 

An aquarium plant was shown 
literally pumping oxygen from its 
leaf-pores into the water. And 
then, under higher magnification, 
was shown the amazing play of 
life within the leaf. Cell walls were 
boundaries of streets busy with 
hurrying throngs of protoplasmic 
bits. For comparison, and a 
striking comparison, Pring showed 
the circulation of blood corpuscles 
single file through the capillaries 
in the web of a frog’s foot. 

“The difference,” he remarked, 
“is that the circulation in the leaf 
is regular, and this .in the frog's 
foot is rhythmic, since it is pumped 
by the heart.” 

Quicksilver and Cells. 

Another striking comparison, 
shown on the screen without com- 
ment, was between the inanimate 
but Hvely action of a few bits of 
quicksilver, moved by purely physi- 
cal forces, and a few cells of a 
plant barely above bacteria. The 
similarity of the physical and the 
biological processes was &0 marked 
that one observer, at least, for a 
moment mistook the living cells for 
quicksilver. 

* One reel was devoted to showing 
just what happens inside the plant 
in the process of pollenation— 
processes which, it is thought, no 
one had actually seen until these 
pictures were made at Shaw's Gar- 
den. Mrs. Elinor Alberts Linder, 
Shaw’s Garden orchidologist, noted 
for her process of growing orchids 
from the seeds, was shown taking 
pollen from one orchid flower on 
the end of a match and placing it 
on another. ’

The chairman made this state- 
ment in reply to the complaint by 
Senator Patterson (Rep.), Missouri, 
a member of the committee, that

not sign the statement which 
branded these charges by Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick as “false and libelous,” 

“The action taken in Chicago in 
closing that phase of the inquiry,” 
said Nye, “was not the action of 
the chairman, but of a majority of 
the committee, and it was not ob- 
jected to by any member of the 
committees. It was taken because 
the committee declined to set it- 
self up as a stage to be played 
upon for the rest of the campaign. 

“We were driven to the conclu- 
sion that we were being framed. 
and we did not want to have 
to spend weeks in Illinots bringing 
in reliable witnesses to disprove 
these things. After the election is 
over, the committee will be ready 
to hear any evidence which may 
be available to brace up these con- 
tentions.”

IN WORLD, LORD HOWARD SAYS 


By the Associated Press. 
MANCHESTER, England, Oct. 1. 


-—Lord Howard, former British 
Ambassador to the United States, 
speaking before the Manchester 
branch of the English Speaking 


Union, yesterday described the 
United States as a new empire 
“actually far more powerful than 
any that has ever before existed.” 
Lord Howard said he still found 
many persons in England who per- 
sisted in regarding 
States as if it were just another 
great Power like France, Germany 
or Russia before the war. 

“It would be well if sua per- 
sons would try to grasp one cen- 
tral fact of the present century,” 
he said, “that a new empire has 
arisen in,the world, actually far 
more powerful than any that has 
ever before existed, and that the 
-British empire has an undefended 
frontier of 3000 miles with this 
vast Continental Power.” 

The former Ambassador assert- 
ed that a realization of the facts 
and figures concerning each coun- 
try by the other and an _ under- 
standing of what each would lose 
by war between them was a more 
solid guarantee of peace than sen- 
timent.

In the first place, there ure 
more months in which to work in 
fall, than in spring. Generally 
speaking, the weather is usually 
more favorable for outdoor work 
in fall, and the ground is more 
workable than in early spring. 

Trees and shrubs send out their 
buds very early in spring, often 
before suitable planting condi- 
tions have arrived. To move them 
in spring means that this early 
growth is checked and the prog- 
ress of the piant is delayed an- 


other season; whereas, if they are. 


set out in fall the plants are dor- 
mant and can be safely moved and 
handled. .The fall rains settle the 
soil around their roots and the 
plants become firmly established in 
the ground. At the first call of 
spring they are ready to start out
